Lodge Opens Discussion. 

Following the vote to place 
the matter on the agenda, Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. told the 11-na- 
tion Council that American 
planes had been attacked six 
times by Russian flyers prior to 
Friday's attack off the Siberian 
coast. The United States plane, 
a P2V Navy patrol bomber, was 
brought down in the Sea of 
Japan with the loss of one crew 
member. 

“The United States considers 
that diseussion of this issue in 
this organ of the U.N. should 
lead to a speedier and more 
eqtitable solution of the case at 
hand,” Lodge said. “It should 
be a powerful factor in focusing 
world opinion on the situation.” 

Lodge reminded the Security 
Council that the United States 
was not the only victim of Soviet 
attacks, and that they had been 
made on aircraft of Sweden, 
Britain, France and Belgium. 

“These cases add emphasis to 
the evidence already presented,” 
he added. “A common danger 
faces all of us if these attacks 
are to be allowed to go unchal- 
lenged.“ 

Vishinsky took the floor soon 
after the Council session was 
convened, and charged that the 
United States plane had violated ' 
Soviet territory and had fired 
first when two Soviet MIG fight- 
ers sought to warn it away.

The council, which consist- 
ently has opposed an earnings 
tax levied even on a temporary 
basis, contended that the tax 
discriminates in favor of indus- 
try because, while it is a levy 
on the gross wages of individ- 
uals; it taxes the net profits of 
business. It objected also to 
the provision in the state ena- 
bling act which permits employ- 
ers to retain 3 per cent of the 
amount withheld from wages to 
defray collection expense. 

The CIO organization argued 
that the city, instead of taxing 
earnings, should seek the reve- 
nue it needs by ferreting out 
and correcting assessed under-

Byrd Charges FHA ‘Turns Other

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (UP) 
Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.). 
Virginia, charged yesterday that 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration is “turning the other 
cheek” to builders who have 
made “windfall” profits by 
fraud. 

But an FHA spokesman said 
the housing program has been 
tightened and builders who re- 
ceived windfall profits are be- 
ing investigated before the Gov- 
ernment deals with them again. 

Byrd, chairman of the joint 
congressional committee on non- 
essential spending, asserted that 
the Administration's apparently 
„soft policy” toward fraud 
threatens to turn the Govern- 
ment’s multi-billion dollar hous- 
ing program into a “den of 
thieves.” 

He accused the Department 
of Justice of failing to “bring 
more federal housing profiteers 
and malfeasants to justice” and 
the FHA of “turning the other 
cheek to those who have already 
exploited it.” 

Byrd singled out Deputy At- 
torney General William P. Rog- 
ers and FHA Commissioner Nor-

ment directly on Byrd's charges. 
But the FHA 2 said 
that under a w policy any 
builder who has been involved 
in a windfall profit has his new 
applications for Government- 
insured loans screened in Wash- 
ington.

Survey Indicates Smaller Duck 
Flights in Mississippi Flyway 


By a Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept. 10—It’s bad news for hunters who 
have been sweating out the duck season from the Dakotas and 
Minnesota down through the Mississippi flyways. 


Duck flights are going to be 
down, not disastrously but noth- 
we like the flights of 1953. 

ut for Joe and Jim and Char- 
ley and the other hunters in the 
Central, Pacific and Atlantic fly- 
ways, it's a different story and 
a good one. 

The same poor spring weather 
and wet summer which cut the 
wings out from under the North- 
ern breeding populations and 
cut down on the hatches which 
would have funnelled down the 
Mississippi flyway, has spelled 
out g shooting for them. 

Because the ducks which nor- 
mally would have nested up 
north, stopped off early to raise 
their broods, and as a result, 
those new ducks are going to 
head down the other flyways 
come wintery weather, and not 
down the. Mississippi. 

Bert Cartwright, chief natural- 
ist of Ducks Unlimited (Canada), 
who has just returned from his 
annual aerial survey of the prai- 
rie, reported the facts today. 

In brief, Bert says, waterfowl 
production on the prairies has 
been sufficient to maintain the 
high population levels of last 


year, but the distribution is dif- 
ferent. Unfortunately, Missis- 
sippi flyway shooters come out 
on the short end of the shuffle. 

Cartwright says the majority 
of this year’s hatch is now on 
the wing, two to three weeks 
later than usual. Good weather 
will see them strong enough for 
the southward migration. 

The aerial survey, completed 
Sept. 3, was carried out over the 
northern area of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. It 
showed a below normal duck 
population in the great concen- 
tration areas of the pas marshes 
(Manitoba) and the Athabaska
